The Judge angrily points at Graham 
and speaks ; 

C.U. The Judge speaks angrily; 
again demanding an apology, 

C.U. Graham is tense with quiet 
decision.

S.C.U. The five men in the alley 
converse in excited whispers, 
asking what the raid is all about. 

INTERIOR GRAHAM’S LAW OFFICE
